Mexican concentration and are re­ 
ported prepared for any hostile move 
that may be made. 
Raiding of the White 
ranch

Hudspeth county by a band of Mex­ 
icans Sunday is believed to have been 
a part of the Mexican program to en­ 
tice American cavalry in small de­ 
tachments to follow a hot trail into 
Mexico where, it is claimed, a trap 
has been laid for them. The raiders 
seized eight mules and large stores 
of food on the ranch and fled back to 
the Mexican side. 
American arrivals from Chihuahua 
City also brought the information to­ 
day that anti-American hand bills

state, urging the Mexicans to oppose 
any invasion by American troops. 
These circulars contain a picture of 
Uncle Sam kicking a poor Mexican 
peon with a pair of heavy boots.

Mexican federal troops have been

the Ojinaga district recently. One of 
these included 400 Yaqui Indians. All 
of these troops now are opposing the 
Big Bend district and raids across 
the American border, similar to the 
one yesterday at White Ranch, are 
expected, as many of the Mexican 
Federals are without food and are 
living on roots, herbs and what little 
food they can commandeer from the 
ranches.

DECLARES GERMAN FINANCES 
BETTER THAN THOSE OF ALLIES 
Amsterdam, April 23.—In a war 
loan propaganda speech at Munich, 
President Havenstein of the Reichs- 
bank, declared that Germany’s finan­ 
cial position was better than that 
of her enemies and that “the longer 
the war lasted the stronger became 
the fatherland’s financial power,” ac­ 
cording to the Vossische Zeitung. 
“Whether we shall get a war in­ 
demnity ta not yet certain,” he added, 
“It will depend on the victory still to 
be won. Bankruptcy of the German 
empire, however, is unthinkable so 
long as the enemy does not succeed 
in smashing the fatherland, one thing 
is essential namely freedom of com­ 
petition tor German products through 
the whole world. Then we shall be 
able to bear war burdens better than 
England and France. But war bur­ 
dens will be heavy. Our future motto 
must be, work twice as hard and save 
twice as much as before.” 


MICHIGAN JOINS DRY 
COLUMN APRIL 30 
(By the Associated Press) 
Detroit, Mich., April 
23.—When 
Michigan goes dry at midnight on 
April 30, a total of 3,285 saloons in 
the state must go out of business 
and 62 breweries are prohibited from 
manufacturing beer or any intoxi­ 
cating liquor. At the election in No­ 
vember, 1916, the amendment pro­ 
viding for “bone dry” state prohi­ 
bition, was adopted by a majority of 
nearly 70,000. 
Manufacturers and dealers of li­ 
quor in Michigan have had 18 months 
to dispose of their stock and wind up 
their business affairs. 
Michigan 
breweries 
employed 
2,060 
men, 
while saloons had a total of 6,387 
persons. 
For several! »meWp, Sa­ 
loon men have been taking up other 
trades but the movement of labor 
from the breweries’has not been pro­ 
nounced. 
Some of the breweries will manu­ 
facture “soft” drinks and others, it 
is understood, will turn out distilled 
products not prohibited by law. A 
few beer plants, win be converted in­ 
to ice factories. 
According to claims made by the 
Anti-Saloon league organisation in 
Michigan, approximately 
2,338,000 
bushels of grain have been used in 
the yearly output of Michigan brew­ 
eries.

It was the most pitiful sight I ever 
saw. Sister this war Is the awfulest 
thing I ever heard of. You people on 
the outside don’t know half. 
Of 
course we don’t see aqy thing actual, 
but we have a young Frenchman with 
us who has only been in the U. S. 
four months, and Ire was in a Ger­ 
man prison six months. He only has 
one ear, the Germans got the other 
one. 
I’ll tell you the more I hear of it 
the more I want to go over. 
This thing has got to be stopped. 
You saw the order that General 
Haig issued to the men I guess? He 
said we will retreat no more. 
We 
will fight to victory or die, and if 
they fail the next trenches will be 
dug right through our dear spots at 
home. 
Here is one that will not live to 
see such a thing. 
Sister those children are always on 
my mind. I think what if it was our 
children? 
I hope you meet at home in May, 
for I will only be there four days.

MEN IN FRANCE 


(By the Associated Press) 
Hot Springs, Ark., April 23.—Re­ 
ports on plans for the raising of a 
$250,000 fund for Furlough Houses 


for the use of men on furlough with 
America’s Expiditionary forces will 
be made at the biennial convention 
of the General Federation of Wom­ 
en’s Clubs which is to 
meet 
here 
April 29 to May 8. The money is to 
be raised among the women by the 
federation’s war victory commission 
and the appeal has met hearty re­ 
sponse throughout the country so 
far. 
Jt is expected the plan for the Fur­ 
lough Houses to be eventually adopt­ 
ed by the commission, will call for 
the establishment of community 
centers back of the lines in France. 
As suggested, the buildings would be 
in two sections, one for the working 
force living quarters and the other 
for the soldiers. The latter would 
contain shower baths, and probably 
sleeping or resting quarters for six 
or eight men. The main hall would 
offer the usual club room features of 
games, writing desks, phonographs, 
piano, books and possible a stand for 
the sale of “home-made” delicacies. 
The working forces of the houses 
are planned to include, in addition to 
the host and hostess in charge, pro­ 
fessional entertainers, trained nurses, 
and skilled cooks, including a candy 
maker. 
Official approval of the plans has 
been given by the war department 
through its commission on training 
camp activities and army officers who 
have been consulted have suggested 
that portable houses will be the most 
satisfactory. It has been estimated 
$25,000 will be required to erect and 
maintain each house a year. 
Women's clubs in all sections have 
appointed committees to raise the 
funds and contributions already are 
coming in. 
The executive board of 
the Texas Federation of Women’s 
Clubs has agreed to raise $25,000.

Topeka, Kans., April 23.—Kansas 
faces a war-time election with every 
indication that it will LUI to stir the 
state as have elections in peace 
times. Wrapped up in war activities, 
the state is showing little interest in 
coming events in political circles. 
At the primaries, Angust 6, candi­ 
dates will be nominated for United 
States senator, congressmen, all state 
offices, the lower branch of the 
state legislature and county and 
township offices. In addition, candi­ 
dates will be selected for two state 
supreme court justiceships and for 
twenty judges of judicial districts. 
Nominations also will be made for 
one vacancy in the state senate. The 
general election will be held Novem­ 
ber 5. 
Considerable interest is being 
manifested in the Republican nomi­ 
nation for United States senator. 
Four candidates have announced 
themselves. They are Joseph L. 
Bristow, former senator; Governor 
Arthur Capper, Charles F. Scott, 
former congressman, and Walter R. 
Stubbs, former governor. Senator 
William H. Thompson, Democrat, 
whose term expires this year, prob­ 
ably will have no opposition for the 
democratic nomination. 
Kansas will choose a full represen­ 
tation of eight congressmen at the 
fall election. At present, it is indi­ 
cated that the three Republicans and 
five Democrats now in 
office 
will 
have little opposition at 
the 
pri­ 
maries. 
Strong competition for the Repub­ 
lican nomination for governor is in­ 
dicated by the fact that four candi­ 
dates already have announced them­ 
selves. 
They are Henry J. Allen, 
Progressive candidate for governor 
in 1914; S. M. Brewster, attorney 
general; W. Y. Morgan, lieutenant 
governor, and James A. Troutman, a 
former lieutenant governor and also 
former state senator. No announce­ 
ments for the democratic nomination 
have been made. For litentenant gov­ 
ernor, two Republicans already are 
candidates. They are Charlts S. Huff­ 
man. state adjutant general, and 
Walter A. Layton, former member 
of the lower branch of the state leg­ 
islature and speaker pro tem at the 
1917 session. 
For the lesser state offices, there 
have been a number of announce­ 
ments. Candidates have until Jane 26 
to file nomination papers. 
Two constitutional amendments 
win be submitted to the voters at 
the November election. The one pro­ 
vides that tile legislature "may levy a 
permanent tax for the use and bene­ 
fit of the state educational institu­ 
tions, and apportion among and ap­ 
propriate the same to the several in­ 
stitutions.” The second amendment 
refers to the right of suffrage. It 
would qualify aa an elector every 
citizen of the United States 21 ytfito 
old: and onward who had rodded in 
Kansan for.the six months next pre­ 
ceding any election, and in the town­ 
ship or ward In which elector offers 
to vote at least thirty days next pre­ 
ceding such election.

"After the drive to Paris was turned 
hr'-k. trench warfare started. 
Oui 
general grabbed a map, drew a pend: 
•crow it, and said, ‘Dig here.' Thet 


to get the backache from bending 
down. It wasn't exactly safe to standi 
uptight, either, because as soon as. 
your napper showed over the top a 
bullet would bounce off it, or else come 
so Hose it would make your hair stand. 
“We used to Alk sandbags and stick 
them on top of the parapet to make it 
higher, hut no use; they would be 
there about an hour and then Frits 
wouTd Turn Toose anil Wow Fftefll to 
bits. My neck used to be sore from 
ducking shells and bullets. 
“Where my battery was stationed a 
hasty trench had been dug, which 
the boys nicknamed ’Suicide ditch,’ 
and. believe me. Tank, this was the 
original ’Suicide ditch.' AII the others 
are imitations. 
“When a fellow went Into that 
trench It was an even gamble that he 
would come out on a stretcher. At one 
time a Scotch battalion held It, and 
when they heard the betting was even 
money 
that 
they’d come out on 
stretchers, they grabbed fill the bets 
In sight. Like a lot of bally Idiots, sev­ 
eral of the battery men fell for their 
game, and put up real money. The 
‘Jocks’ suffered a lot of casualties, and 
the prospects looked bright for the 
battery men to collect some easy 
money. So when the bs t tai I on wgs re­ 
lieved the gamblers lined ap. Several 
•Jocks’ got their money for emerging 
aafely, bot the ones who clicked It 
weren't there to pay. 
The artillery­ 
men had never thought It out that 
way. Those Scotties were bound to 
be sure winners, no matter how the 
wind blew. So take a tip from me.

“At gne part of our trench where 
a communication trench Joined the 
front line a Tommy had stuck up a 
wooden signpost with three hands or 
arms on It. One of the hands, point­ 
ing to the German lines, read, To Ber" 
lln;* the one pointing down the com 
munlcation trench read. To Blighty,1 
while the other said, 'Suicide Ditch 
Change Here for Stretchers.’ 
“Farther down from this guide posi 
the trench ran through an old orchard 
On the edge of this orchard our bat 
tory had constructed an advanced ob 
serration post. Tile trees screened it 
from the enemy airmen and the roo! 
was turfed. It wasn’t cushy like ours

Tot 
see, at this point of the line then 
were strict orders not to fire a shell 
unless specially ordered to do so fron 
brigade headquarters. 
Bl I me me, I; 
anyone disobeyed that command, om 
general—yes, It was Old Pepper- 
would have court-martialed the wholi 
expeditionary force. Nobody went on 
of their way to disobey Old Pepper Ii 
those days, because he couldn’t b« 
called a parson; he was more like i 
pirate. If at any time the devil ghoul' 
feel lonely and sigh for a proper mate 
Old Pepper would get the first call 
Facing the Germans wasn’t half bac 
compared with an Interview with tha 
old firebrand. 
“If a company or battalion shouh 
give way a few yards against a su 
Parlor force af Boches, Old Peppe 
would send for the commanding off 
cot.

Frits was get­ 
ting fresh again on that road. 
“Cassell had been sending in the tap 
code’ to me, but I was fed up and 
didn’t bother with It. Then he sent 
O. S., and I was all attention, for this 
was a call used between us which 
meant that something Important was 
on. I was all ears In an instant. Then 
Cassell turned loose. 
" ‘Ton blankety blank dud, I have 
been trying to raise you for fifteen 
minutes. What’s the matter, are you 
asleep?’ 
(Just as lf anyone could 
have slept In that infernal racket!) 
’Never mind framing a nasty answer. 
Just listen.’ 
“ 'Are you game for putting some­ 
thing over on the Boches and Old Pep­ 
per all In one?’ 
"I answered that I was game enough 
when It came to putting It over the 
Boches, but confessed that I had a 
weakening of the spine, even at the 
mention of Old Pepper’s name. 
“He came back with, I f s so absurd­ 
ly easy and simple that there Is no 
chance of the old heathen rumbling It. 
Anyway, lf we’re caught, Til take the 
blame.’. 
“Under these condition I told him to 
spit out his scheme. It was so daring 
and simple that It took my breath 
away. This Is what he proposed: 
“If the Boches should use that road 
again, to send by the tap system the 
target and mage.

Then the bat­ 
tery would open up. Afterwards, dur­ 
ing the Investigation, Cassell would 
swear he received it direct.

would l)ave to relieve him, because It 
about thew orders, for even In the day was Impossible from his just In the 
their transports and troops used to 
expose themselves as lf they were on 
parade. This sure got up our nose, 
sitting there day after day, with fine 
targets In front of us but unable to 
•end over a shell. We heartily cussed 
Old Pepper, his orders,- the govern­ 
ment, the people at home, and every­ 
thing lo general. 
Bat the Bombes 
didn’t mind cussing, and got very care­ 
less. 
mime me, they were bally In­ 
sulting. Used to, when using s certain 
road, throw their capa Into the air as 
a taunt at our helplessness. 
“Cassell had been a telegrapher In 
.civil life and Joined up when war was 
declared. As for ms. I knew Morse, 
learned It at the signalers* school back 
In 1910. With an officer In the obser­ 
vation post, ws coaid not carry on the 
kind of conversation that's usual be­ 
tween two mates, so we used the 
Morse code. To send, one of us woald 
tap the transmitter with hts finger 
nails, and the one on IIM other end 
i woald get It through the receiver. 
Many an hour was whiled away In this 
Imsnncr passing compliments back and 
forth. 
i “In the observation post the officer 
used to sit for hours with a powerful 
pair of field glasses to his eyes. 
I Through a cleverly concealed loophole 
,he would scan the ground behind the 
•German trenches, looking for targets 
and finding many. 
This officer, Cap 
fain A 
by name, had st habit of 
talking out loud to himself. 
Some 
times he would vent his opinion, same 
as a common private does when he’s 
wrought up. 
Once upon a time the 
-captain had been on Old Pepper’s staff, 
so he coaid cuss and blind in the most 
approved style. Got to be sort of a 
habit with him. 
“About six thousand yards from us, 
jbehlnd the German lines, was a road 
In plain view of our post. For the last 
three days Fritz had brought compa­ 
nies of troops down this road In broad 
daylight. 
They were never shelled. 
Whenever this happened the captain 
Iwould froth at tho month and let oui 
a volume of Old Pepper's religion 
Which used to nuke me love him. 
i “Every battery has a range chart on 
which distinctive landmarks are noted, 
Arith the range for each, lfcese land­ 
marks are called targets, and are nom 
bered. 
On our battery’s chart, that 
road was called Target 17, Range 
G000, 3 degrees SO minutes left.’ D 238 
battery consisted of four *4A* howit­ 
zer*, and fired a 35-pound H. E. shell 
As yon know, H. E. means ‘high ex 
plosive.* I don’t like bumming up my 
own battery, bat we had a record In 
the division for direct hits, and our 
boys were Just pining away for a 
chance to exhibit their skill In the 
eyes of Fritz. 
“On the afternoon of the fourth day 
of Frits' contemptuous use of the road 
mentioned the captain and I were at 
our posts as usual Flits was strafe- 
Ing us pretty rough, Just like he's doing 
now. The shells were playing leap­ 
frog all through that orchard. 
“I wa* carrying on a conversation 
In our ‘tap’ code Brith Cassell at the 
other end. It ran something like this: 
“ 'Say. Cassell, how would yon like 
to be In the saloon har of the King’s 


battery dugout to know that the road ! 
« 
was being used at that time by the 
German*. Aud also it was impossible 
for him to give the target, range and 
degrees. You know a battery chart Is 
not passed around among the men like 
a newspaper froth Blighty. From him 
the investigation would go to the ob­ 
servation post, and the observing offi­ 
cer could truthfully swear that I had 
not sent the message by 'phone, and 
that no orders to fire had been Issued 
hr him. Tha investigator! would then 
be up In tha air, we would be eafe, the 
Boches would receive a good hashing, 
aud we would get our own back on Old 
Pepper. It was -too good to be true. 
I gleefully fell In with the scheme, 
and told Carnet! I was his meat* 
“Then I waited with beating heart 
and watched the captain like a hawk. 
“He was beginning to fidget again 
and was drumming on the sandbags 
with his feet. At last, turning to me, 
he said: 
“ ’Wilson, this army I* a blankety 
blank washout What’s the use of hav­ 
ing artillery lf It is not allowed to fire? 
The government at home ought to be 
hanged with some of their red tape. 
It’s through them that we have no 
shells.' 
“I answered, 'Yqj, sir,’ and started 
sending this opinion over the wire to 
Cassell, but the captain Interrupted 
me with: 


ceased. 
When the smoke and dust 
clouds lifted the destruction on that 
jroad was awful. Overturned limbers 
Aud guns, wagons smashed ap, troops 
feeing In all directions.

“Pretty soon a look of wonder stole 
over his face and he exclaimed; 
“ *But who in h—I gave them the 
.order to fire. 
Range and everything 
correct, too. I know I didn't. Wilson. 
did I give you any order for the bat­ 
tery to open up? Of coarse I didn’t, 
did I?’ 
“I answered very emphatically, 'No. 
sir, you gave no command. Nothing 
went through this post. I am abso­ 
lutely certain on that point, sir.’ 
“ ‘Of coarse nothing went through,’ 
he replied. Then bls face fell, and he 
muttered out loud: 
“ •But, by Jove, wait till Old Pep­ 
per gets wind of this. There'll be fur 
flying.' 
Just then Bombardier Cassell cut in 
on the wire: 
“ ‘General’s compliments to Captain 
A 
• He directs that officer and sig­ 
naler report at the double to brigade 
headquarters as soon aa relieved.

“In an undertone to me, ,*Keep a 
brass front, WIl*pn, and for God’s 
sake, stick.* I answered with, 'Rely on 
me, mate,* hut I was trembling all over.

'The relief arrived, and aa we left 
the post the captain said:

“When we arrived at the gun pits 
.the battery commander, the sergeant 
major and Cassell were waiting for us. 
We fell in line and the funeral march 
to brigade headquarters started. 
'Arriving at headquarters the bat­ 
tery commander was the first to be 
Interviewed.
